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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In interpreting the claims in light of the Specification and the applicants' arguments, the 
examiner finds the claims to allowable over the prior art. The prior art of record fails to teach 
either alone or in combination a bandwidth boost system and method wherein a first data set is 
transmitted over a wireline communication path from an internet service provider to a client, and 
a second data set is transmitted in addition to the first data set over a wireless communication 
path which extends from the client to a cell site coupled to a mobile telephone switching office 
further coupled to the internet service provider. See Remarks of December 15, 2004, page 9, 
lines 16-25. 

Agraharam et al teaches a system for providing an enhanced grade of service for 
connections over a large network. Agraharam, however, teaches that an IP network is 
supplemented to increase bandwidth by use on an additional ISDN connection, from the 
destination server to the ISP. Agraharam does not explicitly teach the use of a wireless cellular 
connection to supplement a wireline communication path to increase bandwidth from the client 
to the ISP. See Remarks of May 26, 2005, page 6, lines 10-30. 

McAlinden teaches the invention substantially as claimed. McAlinden teaches a method 
and terminal for high bandwidth cellular data transmissions wherein additional cellular 
connections are assigned to a terminal in order to increase bandwidth of that terminal from an 
ISP to the client. However, McAlinden does not expKcitly teach supplementing a wireline 
connection with a wireless cellular connection in order to increase bandwidth. McAlinden is 
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limited to a wireless cellular connection supplementing another wireless cellular connection from 
an ISP to a client.
